SMALL.POX ON THE COAST. 


The Winnipeg Commercial gives an account 
of the small-pox epidemic on the coast. The 
disease first broke out in Vancouver and spread 


from there to New Westminster. A few cases) q7 tT TCHINGS 


occurred in loth cities, but the disease was 
got partly under cantrol when a severe and sud- 
den outbreak occurred in Victoria caused a 
panic. The latest health bulletin gives the 
number of cases as 50 in Victoria, 5 in Vancou- 
ver, 3 in New Westminster and none in 
Nanaimo. In view of these facts the establish- 
ment of a quarantine by Vancouver against Vic- 
toria, seems to be the height of absurdity. The 
Commercial correspondent thinks it is an open 
question if a mutual and strict inspection of 
passengers and baggage and a careful supervi- 
sion all around would not have been better than 
a quarantine. In view of the facts that the 
existence of the disease was kept a secret by all 
these places until it proclaimed itself; that 
preventive measures are taken rather with a 
view of injuring the rival town than really 
quelling the epidemic ; and that throughout the 
whole interior of British Columbia, which is 
festering with Chinese, no preventive ineasures 
whatever are being taken, the question arises : 
Is it not necessary for the Northwest in self 
Porn to quarantine against British Colum-

THE LICENSE LAW. 


The Northwest assembly will meet  to- 
morrow for the despatch of business, and 
no doubt the license ordinance, passed at 
the last session, will come in for a large 
share of attention. Although a majority 
of the assembly declared in favor of a 
license system and in favor of the license 
law now in force, it is a fact that this law 
is not, by any means, satisfactory, and 
efforts will doubtless be made to amend it 
in many particulars, The point of division 
will be as to whether the license shall be 
for revenue or restriction, there being al- 
most as much room for differences on these 
points as formerly existed on the question 
of license or prohibition. Right now would 
seem to be the proper time to consider the 
respective merits of the prohibition law as 
it existed in past years, and the license law 
as it hes existed since the Ist of May.

for a drink; and abuse their privilege ac- 
cordingly. It is chiefly in this line that 
drinking and drunkenness has increased. 
Probably a larger number of people will be 
thus affected in this district than in any 
other section of the Territories, but there 
is no possible question as to the facts here, 
or as to the evil being very great and grave, 
People now get liquor in this form who 
seldom saw it before, and the consequences 
are deplorable. Something might be done to 
lessen this evil feature of the law by raising 
the limit of quantity that might be sold 
wholesale ; but the remedy could only be 
partial as long as license exists, 

On the other hand there is no question 
that by giving the hotels a monopoly of the 
sale of liquor by the glass, and by :till fur- 
ther monopolizing the business by limiting 
the umber of hotels in incorporated towns, 
an inducement has been offered, which has 
resulted, in this town, at least, in the hotels 
which have been granted license very 
greatly increasing their facilities for ac- 
commodating the travelling public, and 
thereby benefitting the town to a corres— 
ponding degree, as they could not have 
done had this most profitable branch of 
their trade been cut up amongst a larger 
number as it was under non enforced pro- 
hibition, Iv is to be hoped that in any 
umendments that may be made to the 1li- 
cense law the view of license for restric- 
tion will be taken, and that, as long as 
livenses afe to be granted, they will only 
be granted to necessary hotels, and that 
the saloon and the yroggery in any form or 
under any name will not be tolerated. 

The Free Press grounds of complaint against 
the Greenway government of Manitoba has nar- 
rowed down to this, that the government paid 
a dishonest claim amounting to $58,000, on con- 
dition that part of the money be returned to 
them for the purpose of buying the electorate.

Then is the time of danger from frost or | 
hail. Ufhail strikes before August the crop | 


may recover, but a severe hail storm in August 

means the ruin of the crop for the year. fo) 
with frost. As long as the grain is not in head, 

the most severe summer frost that can occur 

cannot injure it. But from the time the bloom | 
appears until the grain isin the stook, or at 

least until it has become quite hard, two or 

three degrees of frost means injury, and five or 

six degrees heavy loss. What August may be 

we know not, although there is every prospect 

that the harvest will be early and abundant, 

but July has been very taiverabla. In the four 
weeks of July the lowest temperature registered 

by the observatory at Edmonton was 46, 38, 40 
and 37 respectively, and the highest, 88, 74, 82 
and 70 respectively, up to Thursday last. This, 

with frequent showers, has given the crops 
every chance. It may be mentioned that 32 
degrees is frost, so that the lowest point touch- 
el by the therinometor was five degrees above 
frost. At this date tomatoes, potatoes, beans 
and all tender vegetables in Edimonton, or in 
any high lying location in the distrit, show no 
mark of frost. 


The Winnipeg Commercial discussing the po- 
litical situation in western Canada, says: But 
to return to (ae question, “Is the policy of the 
government particularly favorable to the West.” 
Most emphatically we say NO. Protection is 
the distinguishing policy of the party in power. 
Now, whatever may be said in favor of protec- 
tion in the older provinees of the East, these 
arguinents lose their force when we come West. 
Here protection is a heavy burden to be borne, 
from whatever side it may be viewed. It may 
benefit: Mastern manufacturing centres, but it 
does so by increasing taxation upon the West. 
Owing to our geographical position, and to 
other causes, the high tariff tax presses most 
heavily upon the West, and the people here, 
though limited in means, are obliged to contri- 
bute more caan their share of taxes to the na- 
tional treasury. If the opposition, as a party, 
wish to gain some footing in the West, the first 
thing necessary will be to behead some of their 
more pessimistically inclined leaders, then stop 
prating continually about an alleged exodus, 
and give less time to the invention of statistics 
to prove that the country is going into eternal 
smash, This could be followed up by fully re- 
nouncing the foolish policy of commercial union, 
and adopting « true liberal policy of free trade, 

The party would then be in a position to appeal 
to the West.
